I remember some. great 
nights there, and I am not the only one 
who got his first introduction to some of 
Dublin’s notable characters in that same 
saloon. I can recall, too, Mr. Hyland's 
fatherly geniality on the rather boisterous 
night before a certain well-known citizen’s 
marriage, and his tact and calm on another 
night of exciting happenings during the 
civil war. When he retired seven or eight 
years ago the Gaiety seemed to lose some- 
thing of its personality, but I see it is now 
assuming a new one.under..Mr...J..

derry Shoe Company, Ltd: , in the premises 
formerly occupied by the Alesbury furni- 
ture factory in Edenderry. 

The factory has been in production since 
June, and at the moment employs about 
200 workers. Most of them are young 


although there are a number of expert 
operatives from England. Already the 
local boys and girls are capable of, taking 
charge of the machines, and give promise 
of becoming quite expert at the work. 

Only ladies’ shoes are being produced at 
present. 
ever, will be extended, and it is ‘estimated 
that in twelve months or so about 500 
workers will be engaged. The output is 
5,000 pairs of shoes a week, and the wages 
paid is around the figure of £700. The 
machinery is of the most modern kind, 
and the conditions under which the workers 
are engaged are excellent. 


OPENING CEREMONY 


When ‘the Minister arrived in the town 
yesterday afternoon he was greeted by a 
considerable number of people, who stood 
outside the gates leading to the factory. 
A guard of honour, comprising local 
members of the Civic Guard, under Chief 
Superintendent Murphy, of Tullamore, was 
drawn up.

In replye Mr. Lemass said that he had

CIRCULATION OF MONEY 


_ The circulation of thousands of pounds 
in the town, each week, which would take 
place in a year or so would benefit the 
town greatly. The directors of the com- 
pen had set themseives out to provide the 
rish public with goods which not merely 
were good enough, but as good as modern 
technical skill and equipment could pro- 
duce, The factory embodied all the latest 
devices, and was equipped with the most 
modern machinery. ' 

‘* It is our immediate national purpose,” 
said Mr, Lemass, ‘‘ to secure the maximum 
industrial development of this country, 
and, while we are endeavouring to formu- 
late and operate plans to secure that end, 
we must not lose sight of securing that 
the factories are efficient.

MUCH TO BE DONE 


It has been our aim from the beginning 
to secure that the establishment of in- 
dustries in the Saorstat would not be 
associated with the social evils which have 
accompanied intensive industrial develop- 
ment elsewhere. We have tried to ensure 
that industries would be established in the 
smaller towns where the workers could per- 
form their duties within sight of the green 
fields, and not herded in the cities that 
have all the evils of shumdom and drabness 
in the methods of living.

i yh matters of outstanding importance 
will occupy the attention of the Dail 


will have reference to the 
version of the Free State’s First National 
Loan and the other will be concerned with 
sanctions in regard to Italy. 

A new bill will be introduced by Mr. 
Sean MacEntee, Minister for Finance, 
authorising the issue of a Loan. Notice 
has already been published intimating to 
investors in the First National Loan that 
the Government intend to redeem the 
balance of that issie at par on Ist 
December: next, and the new Loan will 
afford an opportunity for re-investment. 
The amount of the unredeemed balance 
of the First Loan is approximately 
£6,500, 000. 

As already stated in the Irish Times, 
the interest on the new issue will be in 
the neighbourhood of four per cent. It 
is very likely that the second reading of 
this bill will be made the occasion for an 
exhaustive examination of the nation’s 
financial position. Mr. MacEntee will, it 
is ‘expected, make an important state- 
ment. The bill will be ‘introduced to- 
morrow, and it will probably be put 
through all its stages by Thursday. 


QUESTION OF SANCTIONS 
It is not yet clear in what form the 
question of sanctions regarding Italy will 
come before the House. The purpose is, 
of course, to implement, so far as the Irish 
Free State is concerned, the decisions 
already taken at Geneva. The British 
Government on Saturday last took such a 
step by the issue of a Treasury Order. 
These British sanctions, which come into 
operation as from to-day, prohibit finan- 
cial transactions. loans or credits, with 
the Government of any Italian. territory, 
or with persons of any nationality resident 
in Italian territory. The Order also pro- 
hibits the givig of credit to or for the 
benefit of an Italian in connection with 
the sale of goods. 

The Free State Executive Council will 
probably make an Order on somewhat 


submit this to the Dail for its approval. 
It is thought that this will be brought 
before the Dail on Thursday, when the 
President, as head of the Department of 
External Affairs, may. make a full state- 
ment in connection with the matter. In- 
asmuch as questions of this nature are 
altogether new to the Free State, and in 
view of the fact that there are no prece- 
dents for their guidance, the Government 
will naturally proceed with the greatest 
caution.

District Court yesterday. 


Superintendent Fahy against Redmond J 
Bruen, proprietor of the Elsinore Hotei 
and ballroom, Rosse’s Point, on a charge 
of a breach of the Licensing Act. 

The District Justice said: ‘ This is a 
case of considerable importance to those 
owners of licensed premises who own and 
run at tho same time licensed dance halls. 
For many years the defendant, -7ho owns 
licensed premises at Rosse’s Point, has 
held dances on his premises in a hall 
structurally separated from his bar. These 
dances are mainly patronised by residents 
of Sligo town, for whose convenience a 
‘bus service is run to and from Sligo, 
which is over five miles distant. . 

“ Under his dance hall licence defendant 
is now authorised to hold four dances from 
7.30 to 11 p.m., and two dances from 7.30 
to 12 o’clock each week. Defendant has 
always excrcised his apparently legal 
right to supply bona fide patrons of his 
dance hall with refreshments, intoxicating 
and otherwise, in his licensed bar and 
taproom after midnight on Sundays when 
dances are held, and his right to do so 
has never before been questioned. 


* PASS-OUT ” CHECKS 

“- Persons leaving the dance hall after 
midnight are given ‘ pass-out’ checks, 
which the holders exhibit to the 
defendant, who personally controls the 
door giving access to his bar in order to 
debar non-bena fide travellers... A dance 
was in progress on August 27th when 
Inspector Horan visited the place at 10.350 


p.m. and at midnight. At 12.5 a.m. 
thirty or forty men were seen 
leaving the dance hall. They were 
handed ‘ pass-out’ checks, and the in- 


spector saw them enter the bar and ta 
room, having shown the checks to the 
defendant, who was standing at the open 
door. 

“The men found on the premises with 
stout and non-alcoholic drink were all 
bona fide travellers with ‘ pass-out’ checks. 
Mr. Lynch, State Solicitor, contended that 
these men were not travellers in the true 
sense. Defendant’s solicitor maintained 
it was clear that their object in visiting 


Rosses Point was dancing, not drinking, 
and that defendant was clearly within his

THE DECISION 

“I have carefully considered the facts, 
and I am satisfied (1) that the defendant 
genuinely believed al] the persons admitted 
by him to his bar to be bona fide travellers, 
and took all reasonable precautions before 
admitting them ; (2) that in Opemmny and 
keeping open the side door of his premises 
defendant did so only so far as bona fide 
travellers were concerned; and (3) I am 
satisfied that all the persons found on the 
premises travelled to Rosses Point for 
legitimate amusement. 3 

“While in the Saorstat the rights of 
bona fide travellers have been limited to 
some extent by the Act of 1924 whereby 
they can only be supplied with refresh- 
ments on licensed premises on Sundays 
from 1 p.m. to 7 p.m. in winter, or 2 p.m. 
to 9 p.m. in summer, their qualifications 
remain the same. The alleged offence in 
this case took place early on Monday 
morning, when publicans may legally 
supply such travellers. Áiamhaat, I 
dismiss al] the summonses on the merits.”’

| ‘Tt does not mean increasing the 
Navy,” he said. ‘‘It means that the 
designs of our ships wil] be such as are 
now designed to meet the danger of air- 
craft, which was not in existence, so far 
as ships were concerned, eighteen or 
twenty years ago.”’

DUBLIN

BROTHERS WHO CAME TO 
SEE TRELAND 

Two world-famed explorers, after whom 
three of the highest mountains in New 
Guinea are named, arrived in Dublin yester- 
dav. They are Michael and James ahy, 
of Irish descént, who came to Ireland to pay 
a visit to their uncle, Mr. Philip Stone, of 
Castlecomer, Kilkenny, and, in their own 
words, “to see the country of our parents,” 

Michael and James Leahy, with two other 
brothers. went to New Guinea in 1928, where 
they prospected and explored Hagen, the 
vast mandated territory, One of the brothers 
had his neck pierced by a native arrow in 
1931 and had to return to Australia, while 
another has remained in the country, and 1s 
working on an alluvial gold deposit which 
was discovered near Mount : Hagen. 

The two brothers now in Ireland have 
just reported a detailed account of their ex- 
plorations to the Royal Geographical Society, 
the Royal Anthropoiogical Institute, and the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge. This 
report describes how they discovered primi- 
tive Stone Age trihes, who never “had seen 
white men. In addition, the brothers have 
brought to London a unique collection of 
native weapons and utensils, and have be- 
tween 6,000 and 7,000 photographs, as well 
as a film, depicting the lives, manners and 
customs of the natives, Mount Daniel, 
Mount Michael and Mount Leahy are named 
after them, for the brothers discovered these 
mountaips. during their years of exploring 
in New. Guinea.

FIFTY CASUAL DOCKERS 
PROTEST 

An unusual situation arose at the, Port 
of Dublin yesterday, ‘when upwards of fifty 
casual dockers who usually are employed by 
the British and krish Steam Packet ‘Coni- 
pany at the North Wall did not offer them- 
selves for employment. The men took this 
action as a protest against an agreement 
waich has been reached between the company 
and the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union. 

The one hundred. dockers who receive 
permanent employment under this agree- 
ment—members of the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, the Workers’ Union 
of Ireland and the Irish Seamen’s and 
Port Workers’ Union—carried on their duty 
as usual 


During the day Mr. David Barry, of the 


British and Irish Steam Packet Company, 
received a deputation from the casual men. 
The deputation complained of certain features 
of the new agreement, but were assured that 
casual workers would not suffer through it, 


and that they would receive the same volume 
of work as they had received heretofore. 
The deputation reported to the men 
afiected, who were not satisfied with the 
assurance. 
A meeting between Mr. Barry and repre- 


sentatives of the Transport Workers’ Union 
and the Irish Seamens and Port Workers 
Union was arranged later in the day. The 


meeting took place under the auspices of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce. 

New proposals for a permanent and 
auxiliary list of dockers were put forward. 

These proposals will be submitted to a 
meeting of the objectors this morning. 

None of the company’s services have been 
held up as a result of the casual men’s 
protest. 

The new list to which objection was taken 
consists of 100 men instead of the 83-men 
employed permanently up to this week.
